UABLE BASHFOKD MANOB STAKES. 

Lcochares Outfinisheg High Noon in the Sprint — 
Schorr Stable Wins Twice — Hawthorn 
Again in Front. 



Louisville. K.V., May 12. — The Haslifonl Manor 
Stakes, one of tlio olil estaltlished tixtnres of tile 
Cluu'diill iKtwns traefc. and contested by the crack 
youngsters in tliese parts annuady. furnished a 
suriuise this afternoon when Kllison, owntsl l»y John 
F. Scliorr. led Senator Camden’s Marse Henry to 
the llnish and la'at him in a hard drive in th4> 
la»t few striiles for the |2,2.'10 that was the win- 
ner’s net isirtiou. Marse Henry was an over- 
Tviieliuliii; ehoice. He forced his way through a 
small opening on the stretch turn and once in tlie 
icatl apiH'ared a certain winner, hut in the lust 
eiglith Kllison. wliicb had been forced to go wide 
on a< count of ills outer laisition, loomed u|> with a 
big rusli and guiuiug steadily, gut up to win in the 
last stride. 

Heir Apparent ran a goal race -to land in tliird 
jdaci'. Kinney and John Jr., the early pacemakers, 
reliieti in tlie last eighth. Tiie winner looms up us a 
likely crack that will la- frwiueutly heard from. He 
was pres* nil'll to his present owner last fail by tlie 
elder .Selioir and the ihinor was as much pleased 
wltli ttK' victory us ids son. •

Uiake I'oiitracts with Daily itaciiig Form and the 
'riioroughbreil Itecord for official piiblicatiim of its 
doings. Tlie nii'«'ting was adjourned to July 
wlien the members will assemble at the I.,atoulu 
clubhouse.

HEAVY RAINS FALL BUT THE GOING RE- 
MAINS IN FAIRLY GOOD CONDITION. 

Feature Race of the Day Falls to Montresor — 
Corsican Defeats Boxer and Is 
Bid Up. 



Dlmlico, Md.. May 12. — It. T. Wilson's Montresor 
won t*Rlay’s feature race at Dlmlico, tlie StafTiml 
Humlicap, a dash of three-quarters. In which he I**-! 
from the rise of th** barrier and tiiiislmd a k*ngth 
and a half in front *»f Andrew. Well-hacked horse.s 
won a majority of the purses. 

H*'avy rains that set in early this morning and 
continued all afternuou, made the going sloiqiy. 
TlR*re was apparently a good sound bottom to the 
track, as fair time was made in tlie diff*'r*'iit ra*-es. 

Tlie se*-oiid runiqi of the nu'eting came after 
W. D. Bun'h’s Corsican won the tliird rac**. Sam 
iRinis hid the colt up from $1,00U to $1,400, at wliicli 
price he was bought in. Louis then clainii'il Boxer, 
which tinislie*! second, f*ir $1,415. Boxer has tu'eii 
going badly in all of his recent ra*x?s and the 
sloiipy going prohiihly acco*int*'d for bis lm|iroved 
IK'rforiuunce of this afternoon. 

The surprise of the day came with the running 
of the Country OInli Handicap, in which Orjiertli 
tieat the lieavily lmck***i Joe Delhold and C*x'k- 
siinr a half d*>zeu lengths. 

William Garth rt*ceiv**d a message this morning 
tliat the Hastings mare, CantaloniH*. Iiad foaled 
twins by t'elt. One of the foal.s *ii*'*l tint tlie otlier 
is a hig line lusty colt. This is the second time 
that Cantaloupe has foaled twins.

A partnership was rt'gistered this afternoon 
lH*tw*'*'U F. Tainsc'U and A. E. Lacade in tlie horses 
Change, Gcrrard and Sii|ireme. M**ssrs. Tani-seu and 
Lacade are Ciilians who secured the liorses uam(*il 
during the meeting at Mariaiiao last winter.

It is said that the Dinkertoiis will keep 
a shariier lo*ikmit than ev*T for unilesiraliles *lnr- 
lug the coming season and, from the information 
gatliered from these cards, a gixMl line will be had 
on everyone euiidoycd uixmt the different rats,' 
courses.

PROBABLE CLARK HANDICAP STARTERS. 

Big Field of Cracks in Sight with Boamer at the 
Head — Frog Lega to Come Back. 

Louisville, Ky., May 12.— The weights as ad- 
justed by handicapper E. XV. Maginn for the Clark 
Handicap, to lie rnn next Saturday, are sure to 

liring a great field to tlie jmst in this historic ra«'c 
wliich lieiirs the name of tlu* first president of tliis 
truck, the late Colonel .XI. Ls'Wis Clark. Tliis 
event is as old as the Keulueky Derliy and until 
1!K)1 was run as a three-year-old stake, as sort of a 
eomiianion race or sispiel of the Derby. In 1902 
it was changed to a race for three-year-ohls and 
over, and under these conditions it inis since re- 
mained. Ill the old days it was often that in 

this race the Derliy winner failed to repeat bis 
triumph, but several noted liorses added still greater 
luster to their names by also taking this big 
stake into camp. The winners of the Derby in 

the Clark stakes only embrace ten horses, these 
lieliig Hindoo. Buebanan, S|iokane, Riley, Azra, 
Chant, Ualma. IMaudit, Lieutenant Gilison and His 
Emiuenee. Mince it has iM-en as at present, no Keii- 
tneky Derby winner has won it, but one Kentucky 
Oaks winner is among its victors, namely T. C. 

MeDoweil’s line mure. King’s Daughter. In the old 
days, several horses that ran sei'ond in the Derby 
won Hie Clark stakes, they Is'ing Creodnioor, Fal- 
setto. Ruiinyiuede. Bersaii, RIne Wing, Jim Gore, 
Galllfet, Ren Eder, tlruameiit and Corsiiie. Since 
it has lM*en for older horses, the only liorse 
to run s«*i-ond in the Derliy and then win the 
Clark Handicap is J. N. Camden’s .Xliami. which 
captured the event in 1909. Tliose tliwiglit to 
1 h' prolialile starters in the big race Saturday 
are Roamer, John Guild. Uradley’s Choice. Chalmers. 
Short Grass. Doiildc Eagle, Leo Ra.v. Prince Her- 
mes, Riickhorn. Beiloc. Waterblossom, Banquet.. 
Robert Bradle.v, David Craig. Uncle Bryn and 
Hodge. Both President Grainger and .Xlanager Winn 
anticipate an approaeli to a Derliy day crowd at 
the Downs Saturday to see tliis race run, as on 
lliat day rediieisl rates are in force on all the rail- 
roads leading into this city from all jioints in 
Kentucky. 

Tlie giHsl horse Great Britain, winner of many 
slakes iiieliiding the Imiiisville Clip last year, had 
his first workout of tliis year at Douglas Park 
yesterday. His rider had orders from trainer John 
Wallers to merely let him canter. The iioteil sou 
of The Commoner never apiH-ared in a more liealtliy 
eoiidition. lieiiig strong and lusty, and few liors"s 
now ill training ontliMik tliis crack of Gtiorge M. 
Himdrie’s stalile at tlie jiresent time. It is an- 
ticipated tliat liefore the season is out Great Britain 
will race with as much distinction in 1915 as lie 
lias in his otlier seasons on tiie turf. 

In his last raee at I.exinglon, John W. Seliorr’s 
Ihree-ycar-old. Lindenthal, was liadly jumped on 
iMdiind and he lias a niiich swollen leg as a con- 
s*'ipieiice. Trainer J. F. Schorr thinks that this 
son of Star Shoot will not lie aide to race any- 
way for a moiitli on account of this mishap. 

The goisl liorse Frog Legs, owned by this Memphis 
turfman, will lie shipped down here in a few days 
from J. O. Keene’s KiH'nland Farm near liexingtoii, 
and again put in training with Schorr's other 
liorsi's quartered at Douglas Park. It is the gen- 
eral impression of all the veterinarians who have 
examined liim tliat lie will stand training and 
racing again. He has not raced since the spring 
meefiiigs here of 191i!. He was matisl with two 
mares last season, one owneil liy Schorr and the 
other b.v .T. E. Madileii. It is not known whetlier 
tile latter lias Imd a foal, Imt the mure mated to 
him liy his owner proveil liarreii. This season lie 
lias iuH'n mated to eight mares. If Frog Legs comes 
liaek on the turf in Ids old-tirvH' form this season, 
he will ill' a great addition to tlie older brig.ade 
now racing, as when at his liest he was one of the 
host racers that ever wore the colors of the Memphis 
turfman. He i«iss*>ss»'d a dazzling turn of simssI 
and wlien thoroughly fit, could cover any distance 
horses run. 

F. J. Pons is much pleased with the band of 
.vearlings he has this sea.son at his Bluegrass Farm 
ill Tennessee. Tliere are nini> In tlie collect ion — 
three colts and six fillies — all the get of Ton.v B<>- 
nero and Great Heavens. Those by the former are:

In the fighting 
ye.sterda.v, dcsiierate in the extreme, they caiitnrfsl 
‘a veritable fortress’ at Notre Dame de Lurette, 
says tonight’s war ofliee re|iort from Paris; 'nil 
iiniKirtant German work and an entire system of 
trenches along the road from Luos to Vermelics.’ 
thi- cliaiM‘1 of Notre Dam© de Lorette, and all the 
trenches south of it: seized ground near Si.iicheZ 
and |iart of the village of Careiicy. and almost 
siirroundisi the Germans reinainiiig there, at the 
same time tlireat<'iiing tlie eoiiiiimiiications of tlieir 
enemies at Ablaiii and Soucliez. Besiiles all tliis 
tlie Freneh captured the cemetery of Neiiville-St. 
X'aast and extended tlu'lr lines east, sontlieast ami 
west of tlie village. ’in the section of I.4Kis-.\r- 
ras.’ the I’aris re|Mirt adds, ‘where we previously 
carried thre© lines of Geriiiaii trenches, fighting is 
now going on along the foiirtli line.’ Tlie cliaii>-I 
and Iiig iilockhoiise i f .Miirc Daiiie de Lorette, wliich 
ilie Frencli descrilic as 'a vcrlluMe fortress.’ is 
considered one of the greatest (irizes of tlie recent 
lighting. The Germans tliere. sa.v pri.soiicrs cup- 

tiireii by the victors, were under orders to liold the 
jiosition at an.v price. Nevertheless they were over- 
whelmed by tbe dasli and fury of the Freiicli nu- 
slauglit. The stronghold was surrounded-, and in- 

vested liy General Jodre’s trisips. wbh .' (iiiall f . 
'after a desperate struggle,’ captured it liy ns 
saiilt. Afterward tlie Geriiiaiis made a eoiiiitcr at- 
tack witli a view of recapturing tlie position, imt 
the French say this ‘was imniedialely crushed.’ ’’ 

England has gone frantic over tlie sinking of the 
I.iisitHiiia. SerliHis •anti-German rioting was re- 
newed in East London yestenlay. Crowds of men 
and women (laradeil tlie streets. Iireaking windows 
of several liiiteher sliops condiieted li.v Geriiiaus 
and throwing the furniture and supplies into the 
Streets. The crowd also tlireateiieil Geriiiaiis with 
pli.vsical violence. 'Hie (lolice were iioworles.-i. The 
rioting aiul anti-German d*'iiioiistrations seem to 
lie spreading tliroiiglioiit tlie islands. At I.iver- 
pool, Germans ar«- inialile to npi«>ar on the slivets. 
and many liave voluntarily sought iiiteriiiiieiit in 
tile prison camps to protect themselves from vio- 
lence. 

XVithin a few d.ays— possilily within forty-eight 
lioiirs— President Wll.son wilt ask Germaii.v to ex- 
plain tile sinking of the Lusitania, witli the loss 
of 115 American lives. He will ask als.i siuue as- 
siiraiK© tliat tlie incident will not lie reiieateil. He 
will make no tlireats. it was said, Imt will stand 
linn in liis insistence tliat no iinarini'il inereliaiit ves- 
sel carrying non-coiiiliatants lie attacked in the fu- 
ture without first iioiiig visited and searclicd ac- 
cording to the rules of Internatkiiial law. 

A Zeppelin airship was seem passing over Sunder-
